C. II. Weithoff, county food admin- 
istrator^w ho has been appointed by 
Attorney 
General 
Palmer,

food adm inistrator to have charge of 
a campaign against the high cost of 
living, has named a committee to a s­ 
sist him with the work which will be 
started immediately. 
The industrial crisis the country is 
facing prompts the earnest consid­ 
eration of the economic problems 
which lie back of the unrest and so­ 
cial disorder. 
Attorney General P a l­ 
mer has recalled into service the en­ 
tire 
food 
organization 
and 
has 
placed county food administrators in 
full charge of the situation. 
The food administration in each 
county is ordered by the attorney 
general to take up the work of food 
control and the enforcement of the 
Ix‘ver law, especially as ii relates to 
hoarding, profiteering and waste. The 
men named bv Mr. Weithoff, county 
food administrator, will form what is 
to l>e known as the ‘‘Fair Price” com­ 
mittee. 
Besides representatives of 
wholesale and retail grocers, repre­ 
sentatives of various other lines of 
business the prices of which are also 
proving burdensome to the consum­ 
ers. 
This committee will investigate 
retail prices as well as costs to se­ 
cure data for publishing a fair price 
list on various commodities entering 
into the general costs of living. 
Reports of the-e investigations will 
be forwarded to Washington, espe­ 
cially cases involving profiteering* or 
violation of any section of the Lever 
Food control law. 
Attorney General 
Palmer will cooperate with the local 
committee in punishing all law vio­ 
lators. 
The committee which will have 
charge of this work will be called to­ 
gether for conference immediately.

put of many lines of industry, espe­ 
cially the canning industry and p a id ; 
such undreamed of prices for these j 
commodities, that prices began ad-; 
vancing by leaps and bounds. 
Then I 
the wholesaler and retailer alike, for 
self protection was obliged to advance I 
prices on stocks on hand a t that time ; 
to prepare for a reaction in prices I 
which it was confidently 
expected j 
would come sooner or later. 
The re-] 
suit of these transactions 
by the 
government, made the producer in­ 
dependent and he naturally gets in 
the game for his share, labor al-o 
comes along and rightfully demands 
increased wages to take care of in­ 
creased costs. 
This system has been 
in operation for the p ast two year< 
and is being enlarged upon every few 
w’eoks, the result being that we can 
not venture 
to 
predict 
w’hen the 
crest will be reached. We go around 
the cycle. Producer to manufacturer, 
m anufacturer to merchant, merchant 
to labor and so on around, each time 
each one demanding a little more. 
The time has come, however, for cool 
heads and calm judgment, every one

Supply Will Come Here From 
Camp Taylor, Ky. 


C. II. Wiethoff, food adm inistrat­ 
or, announced today that a carload 
of sugar had been promised for de­ 
livery in Seymour tomorrow. 
The 
sugar will come from Camp Zachary 
Taylor, Ky., and will go to the John 
C. Groub Wholesale House for dis­ 
tribution among the dealers here. 
This is the first shipment of sugar 
of any considerable size that 
has 
even been promised for distribution 
here for some time. 
It will greatly 
relieve the situation here which has 
become serious in view of the many 
people who are canning and preserv 
ing fruit for winter use.

straight flour would sell in»4his area 
on the basis of $10.25 per barrel 
packed in sacks of 140 pounds. 
To 
this price the wholesaler or jobber 
may add seventv-five cents and the 
retailer $1.25. 
This would make a 
price of 
$12.25 to 
the consumer. 
This price is quoted on carload lots, 
but where the original package is 
broken the price is not 
to exceed 
seven cents a pound. 
An inquiry into the price of local­ 
ly milled straight flour reveals that 
it is retailing here a t $1.45 per sack 
of twenty-four poiind>. 
It is point­ 
ed out that flour packed 
in bags 
of 140 pounds is adapted for ex­ 
port use, while most of the flour 
sold in this p art o f t-he_ country is 
packed in 
sacks *of 
twenty-four 
pounds. 
The retail price of local­ 
ly made flour 
includes 
the pack­ 
ing in twenty-four pound bags, or 
about ^ix cents a pound.
